Prices  paid  for  citrus  fruits  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday, 
November  6,  were  somewhat  lower  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  to 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  F. 
A.  Motz,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  fruit  specialist  in 
Europe.    California  Valencia  oranges  sold  at  from  $4.26  to  $5.11  as  com- 
pared with  $4.14  to  $6.08  last  week.    Jamaican  grapefruit  brought  $4.38 
to  $5.47,  which  is  somewhat  lower  than  $4.62  to  $5.84  paid  at  this  time 
last  year  and  the  price  of  $4.87  to  $6.45  last  week.    Porto  Rican  grape- 
fruit sold  at  from  $4.62  to  $5.96,  or  considerably  less  than  the  $5.35  to 
$6.57  received  a  week  ago.    Grapefruit  from  Florida  ranged  from  $4.38  to 
$4.62  as  compared  to  $5.84  to  $6.81  a  year  ago.
